HAD LIVED ON SOUP 


Friend Says He Has Family 
and Home in Chicago, 
Where His Wife Is Ill. 


William A. Wallace, manager in St. 
Louis for Harper Brothers, publishers, 
killed himself by cutting his throat with 
a razor in his room in the Wellington 
Hotel yesterday afternoon. 

Excessive use of intoxicants is given 
by thotel employes and one of his friends 
as the cause of the suicide. Three emp- 
ty whisky bottles were found in his 
room. 

Wallace registered at the hotel . Dec. 
2 L. T. McAtee, St. Louls representa- 


tive for Collier’s, who has known Wal- 
lace for six years, said Yesterday he 
had been attempting to look after him, 
but had been unable to induce him to 


‘stop drinking. 


Wallace was in the hotel lobby at 
noon yesterday, and a few minutes later 
asked that some liquor be sent to his 
room. The clerk refused the request. 
At 3 p. m. a negro porter found him 
lying on the floor Stains on the bed 
and floor indicated that he had cut his 
throat while lying down and had 
crossed the room after cutting himself. 
A razor was on the bed. 

McAtee told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that Wallace resided at 3015 Evanston 
avenue, Chicago, and that he had a 
wife and two children. 

“Wallace had been drinking for sev- 
eral days,’ said McAtee, “and had not 
been able to eat anything. The only 
nourishment he had taken in two days 
was two bowls of soup. 

“Yesterday I teleg®aphed his wife, 
telling her his condition and asking her 
to’ come to St. Louis. I received a let- 
ter from her today to the effect that 
she was sick and could not come. She 
asked me to do what I could for him. 

“He has a fine family and a beautiful 
home in Chicago.”

Possibility of Bigamy in His

BRIDE BACK AT WORK 


Réepudiates Title of Mrs. and 
Tells Story of Strange 
Elopement. 


.The marriage at Clayton of 
Charles R. Drummond, son of a mul- 
timillionaire tobacco magnate, and 
Miss Charlotte Helen Vincent, a 
stenographer, will be investigated by 
the St. Louis County grand jury 
in January, perhaps sooner, to deter- 
mine whether it was bigamous, This 
was the statement last night to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter of Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Nolte. 

The question of bigamy turns on 


whether young Drummond's second 
wife, Mrs. Charlotte Bente Drum- 
mond, has divorced him at Reno, 
Nev., a8 he told Msss Vincent and 
her parents. 

A news telegram to the Post-Dis- 
petch last night from Reno said that 
no Drummond divoree had been 
granted there during the Iast two 
years. The Rev. Frederick Bente of 
2621 Winnebago street, father of the 
second Mrs. Drummond. said she had 
not obtained a divorce, nor applied 
for one. 

“My daughter has been and is now 
here in my home,” he said. “She has 
not been to Reno and has not so 
much as had a divorce. petition 
drawn. I do not know what action 
we will take in view of Mr. Drum- 
mond’s third marriage.’ 

The daughter could not be seen. 

There is this curious parallel be- 
tween Druramond’s second and third 
marriages—that both were automo- 
bile elopements to Clayton at night, 
that both -brides jilted other men to 
wed Drummond, that both .§ forsook 
him almost immediately after the 
ceremony and that both say they 
were under an irresistible ‘influence 
of some strange psychic ‘power dur-. 
ing the ceremonies. 

The penalty for bigamy is from three 
to five years in the penitentiary. But 
even if the marriage does not preve to 
be bigamous, Nolte said, Drummond 
may. be prosecuted for signing, the as- 
sumed name Charles Randall to the 
marriage license. This constitutes swear- 
ing to a false affidavit, Nolte said, and 
is punishable by a fine of not more 
than $200. 

Bride Goes Back to Work. 

The third Mrs. Drummond went to 
work as usual Saturday morning, 
wearing the splendid jewels Drum- 
mond gave her, and as she operated 
her typewriter $1500 worth of dia- 
monds and pearls flashed and 
gleamed on her tapering fingers. 
The brilliance of the jewgls fasci- 
nated the other stenographers. 

Mrs. Drummond said that . she 
would ask immediately for an annul- 
ment or her marriage. 

Her father threatened to bring action 
against Drummond for bigamy. The 
Vincent household was the scene of 
dramatic developments, and Miss Vin- 
cent, as she insists on being called—be- 
lieving the marriage to have been in- 
valid—told an amazing story of Drum- 
mond‘s tempestuous two weeks’ court- 
ship and of the influence under which 
she went with him last Thursday night 
to Clayton and sobbingly took the mar- 
riage vows. 

An interesting phase of the situa- 
tion was the effort of Mrs. Maude 
Ringen Drummond, the first wife, to 
make capital of the third marriage in 
procuring absolute custody of her 
three children. She sent Joseph Dick- 
son Jr., her lawyer, to Clayton to see 
whether there was any record of di- 
vorce from the second wife there, and 
he found none. There is none in the 
St. Louis courts. , 

The decree of divorce granted to the 
first Mrs, Drummond gave Drummond 
the right to see their children at 
stated periods. Just after the second 
marriage Mrs. Drummond sought to 
have this right denied him, but he 
successfully contested the action by 
testifying that his sub-conscious self 
was in control when he married Miss 
Bente; that he was not aware what 
he was doing, and did not remember 
it afterward. A physician testified 
that such a condition might arise 
through drink or illness. 

Inherited a Million, ; 

, How much Drummond ig worth is a 
matter of conjecture... He inherited 
about a million from his father’s estate, 
but fs said to have spent part of ® and 
to have lost much of fit through specu- 
lation. Recently he came into pos- 
session of another large sum through 
the sale of the Drummond tract in St. 
»}Louis County. He is a real estate 
operator, 33 years old.

In the States of Ohjo, Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Iowa, Missouri, Kentucky and 
Tennessee 440 out of the 950 coun-

The director closes by saying: “The 
decrease in rural population in’ the 
middle states is by no means due to 
lack of prosperity, as the agricul- 
tural statistics of the Census Bureau 
show an extraordinary increase in 
the value of farm lands and farm 
‘property throughout this section and 
will doubtless indicate a great in- 
crease in the income of the farmers 
when the statistics are compiled.”

Mysterious Crime Discovered 
Near Martin City, Mo.— 
No Clew to Slayer. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dea. 10,—Mrs. 


Wmeline Bernhard; her son and two 
young men who lived with them were 
found mysteriously murdered today on 
Mrs. Bernhard’s farm near Martin City, 
Mo. Their bodjes were discovered after 
neighbors had reported to the authori- 


ties that nobody had been seen about 
the place for several] days. 

It is believed the slayer beat the four 
persons to death with a weight from an 
old-fashioned clock, The bodies ‘of the 
three men were found under a pile of 
hay near the barn and the widow’s 
body was found in a cluset in the house. 
She apparently had gone there for 
refuge and had been followed and beat- 
en by the murderer. The clock weight 
was found near and bore evidences of 
having been used as a weapon. ‘ 

Robbery is supposed to have been the 
motive for the crime. Mrs. Bernhard 
is known to have kept a large sum of 


money in her possession and the slayer 


evidently made a search for this.. The 
clothing of the three men, had. been 
searched also and the pockets were 
found turneed inside out. 

The peculiar lives led by the Bern- 
hards made it easy for the murderer to 
conceal his crime. They had little to do 
with their neighbors. When they want- 
ed a hired hand they would send to an 
employment agency here and obtain one. 
Arriving at the farm, the employe would 
be warned against associating with 
neighbors. 

Mrs. Bernhard placed little trust in 
banks. It was her custom to hide her 
money in the ash pan of a kitchen 
range. 

Officers late tonight discovered a clew 
that they hope will be of some agsist- 
ance to them. On the door leading to 
the closet in which Mrs. Bernhard’s 
body was found were bloody finger 
prints. Théey were broad and distinct, 
appearing to have been made by a man’s 
hand. 

Tom Morgan, a trapper, was one of 
those killed. Mfhe hired man, whose 
name was “Warth, was another, and the 
widow's son, 4 years old, was the third. 
It is believed’ th®’murderer attacked the 
women first and the three men went to 
her ‘assistance. **All the victims were 
clothed and it is evident they were not 
kiHed while asleep. 

Olathe, Kan., the county seat of John- 
son County, is the nearest town of any 
size to the scene of the murder. It is 
10 miles from Martin City. 

The Sheriff of Johnson County, 
Kansas, is working on the theory 
that the murder was committed by 
a former hired man with whom the 
owrers are known to have had trou-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Politics,

dominant note at the annual fall din- 
ner of the Gridiron €lub tonight. 
President Taft was there with mem- 
bers of his cabinet; - Vice-President 
Sherman, Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress, latest presidential 
possibilities, newly-elected govern- 
ors of states and men of mark in 
various positions and of all shades 
of’ political belief and .ambassadors 
and ministers plenipotentiary of for- 
eign countries who’ were nimbered 
among the club’s guests, heard with 
wonder the good-natured grilling ad- 
ministered by the newspapermen to 
their victims. NM 

With tableaux and comedy sketch 
and topical song, in clever speech and 
moving picture, the incidents of the 
last campaign were recalled and grim 
forecast made of the future. 

And right wittily and with many a 
thrust of oratory did the objects of 
this attention retort upon their tor- 
mentors. Forgotten for the moment 
were party differences; victor and 
vanquished: joined hand and glove in 
repelling the attack of-their critits, 

Uncle Joé Is Sentenced. 

Clearing the way for the incoming 
Democracy, Uncle Joe Cannon was 
swept aside and in a skit embodying 
a parody upon the Mikado he was sen- 
tenced to decapitation. 

It was left to him to select his exe- 
cutioner. Victor Murdock, he declared, 
was ‘“‘too hasty,’’ while he feared Sen- 
ator LaFollette would talk him to 
death. The man he selected as of 
strong arm. and sure, an old friend, was 
“Ko Ko” Longworth. Just in the nick 
of time President Taft, in the person 
(of the Mikado, stayed the hand of the 
executioner ahd commuted ‘Uncle 
Joe’s’’ sentence to staying in Congress, 
in a helpless minority, and to being 
chained to his seat during the debate 
on the House rules. The catchy chorus 
of the Mikado’s son ran: 

“My smile is still serene, 
As plainly may be seen. 
‘No matter how they may jump the 
track and. batter the old machine, 
For am quite onlin 
To. d6 the work that’s meant 
For a big American President.’’ 
American President.’’ 
Clark and His Mules. 

A furious cracking of whips ‘and 
clanking of chains and rpars of “‘Ged- 
dap’’ and stamping of hoofs signalized 
the approach of a tumultuous party 
from outside. It portrayed the redemp- 
tion of Champ Clark’s famous ante- 
eléction pledge to ride down Pennsyl- 
vania avenue behind a team of mules if 
he were elected Speaker. 

The actor who represented Mr. 
Clark was clothed in farmer’s costume 
with big whip, overalls, wide felt hat 
and hickory shirt. He was riding a 
two-wheeled cart cracking his whip 
and shouting at his mules, christened 
“Job” and “Fitz:’ Dragging behind 
in heavy chains were Cannon, Dal- 
zell and Payne, At every other step 
the ex-Speaker yelled defiantly “Dic- 
tator!” “Czar!” 

Ollie James introducéd Clark as the 
new Speaker, and the latter promptly 
sentenced his prisoners to various 
punishments, such as the assignment 
of Cannon to the chairmanship of the 
Committee on “Disposition of Useless 
Paper" (where the Aldrith-Payne- 
Smoot tariff was consigned), while 
Payne and Dalzell were to be tram- 
pled by Ollie James. 

Clark usidertook to define hig. poli- 
cles, but had only got to the point 
where he declared for free trade when 
the party broke up in a row. 

Miss Democracy Is Robust. 

Few of the guests at first could 
recognize the dainty little lady “Miss 
Democracy” in the brawny, big 
muscled, large waisted and Bass 
voiced female in evening dress wWao 
occupied in solftdry state the place 
of honor on the Democratic Band 
Wagon which drew up on the stage. 

Hanging on were various ‘candidates 
for presidential office, but the lady, 
while coy, was also firm in her atti- 
tude and presented a face of, flint to

NEW YORKER GAN USE. CHAINS 


The Metropolitan Park Commission 
of New York City has modified its 
rulings and now permits ‘automobiles 
in the parks and on the roads under 
its control to use chains between 
Nov. 1 and April 1° of. each year. 
Representatives of the American Au- 
tomobile -Association .clearly showed 
to the commission that practically 
all accidents to automobiles and to 
the public arose from skidding and 
that the chains were as. much a ne- 
cessity for the protection of the pub- 
lic as horns, and lights. It was 
proven that chains.do prevent skid- 
ding and it was shown to the com- 
mission that the chain is the least

PARIS, ms 10. —The most sensational! 


duel Paris has seen for many a month 
was fought Thursday in the shadow of 
the. Ferris wheel. Many persons wit- 
nessed the affair and several photogra- 
phers took pictures of the combatants. 
Photographers seem as necessary as 
principals to a modern French duel. 
In this instance the principals were 
George Desparbes, the historian, and 
Ernest Gegout, a. writer who has be- 
come known to many Americans in his. 
capacity of curator of the museum in 
the palace. at Fontainebleu. Rouzier 
Dorcieres was director of the meeting. 
He has so acted in more than 100 duels. 
*Desparbes and Gegout were close 
friends. Desparbes recently got out a 
new edition of one of his books, “The 
King.”” Geéegout wrote a letter to him, 
finding fault with the book. Desparbes 
angrily resented it. Mutual friends 
vainly tried to heal the quarrel, but they 
concluded they must fight.

CLERKS HAVE SCHEME 


Will Publish Pictures of Beats 
and Fac-Similes of Worth- 
less Papers. 


The hotel crook who would work in St. 


Louis in the future will need a corre- 
spondence course to learn new tricks of 


the trade. . 

The hotel clerks have organized and 
brushed up on all the old methods of 
crooks. Each month they will publish 
a pemphiet containing photographs of 
all deadbeats who leavé photographs be- 
hind, and facsimiles of worthless checks 
passed in St: Louis hotels during the 
previous month, and the tricks used-or 
attempted by crooks. 

Although the clerks admit their plan, 
they have decided hesitency about ad- 
mitting for publication that any crook 
has ever been smooth enough to pass 
a bad check on them. Lyman T. Hay, 
proprietor of the Jefferson and Planters 
hotels, says St. Louis hotel men lose 
at “least $2,000 a year from “dead- 
beats” and “crooks.” 

Managers say they have many ctose 
calls and that sometimes they are 
caught napping. Clerks at the Planters 
Hotel have hardly recovered from their 
surprise over the fact that that hotel 
wes not victimized by two forgers who 
were there three months ago. 

. His Check Cecertified. 
Two men were at the totel several 
days, and before leaving one presented 
a certified check for $75. They were ap- 
parently methodical business men and a 
clerk cashed the check. The joke was 
iat it was a good check. The day after 
they left a éity detective showed the 
clerk photographs of two men, and 
asked if he had ever seen them. 

“Sure,” said the clerk. “They left 
yesterday. I cashed a §7% check for 


them.”’

It later developed that that firm 
had no such man in its employ, and 
had not sent the letter. Both. letter 
and check were forgeries. 

An official at the Planters Hotel, 
who would not permit- the use of his 
name, said to a Post-Dispatch re-

“Of course each case is considered 
separately. There can be no steadfast 
rule. When a man traveling with his 
wife and children presents a check, it 
is usualy cashed, but when a stranger 
alone asks such a favor we feel jus- 
tified in asking him for identification. 
He ought not to object to this, but 
frequently he does object. 

“Hotel clerks must be judges of 
human nature, Some men one in: 
stinctively feels are all right, while 
others may be all right, yet we don’t 
know it. No man who is not. péerson- 
ally knOwn to the hotel ought to ask 
the clerk to cash a check just ag hé 
leaves. He ought not to object if 
the clerk asks for time to investigate. 
Any man, who. is a stranger, should 
present his check in time for his iden- 
tity and the worth of the check es- 
tablisheq before time for the train 
on which he wants to leave.”

CROSSING. TRAP

Runs Car at Full Power 
Through Gate When Caught 
on Railroad Track. 


The lowered gates of a grade crossing 
and the closed doors of a pay-as-you- 
enter car combined to form a death trap 
from which 30 passengers on the Delmar 
line escaped most narrowly Friday 
night. 

While a Wabash train bore down on

Headlighk. Glared Inte Car. 

“We were in the greatest danger,” 
said Mrs. Williamson yesterday to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘“‘and those who 
were at the rear of the car had a 
chance to realize it fully. 

“Our little family party was at the 
front of the car, on the side from which 
the train was coming. It was the 9 
o’clock passenger train for Kansas City, 
I understood afterward. 

“The conductor got off and signaled 
to the car to cross, and just as we were 
on the tracks the bell rang and the 
railroad watchman lowered the gates. 
An instant later the headlight of the 
Wabash engine was glaring in on us. 

. Trains Hidden by a Curve. 

“Those at the rear of the car tried to 
get out, and some persons tried ito get 
out the front door, but the motorman 
had no time to let them out. He hesi- 
tated only long enough to see that the 
watchman was not going to raise the 
gate, then he turned on the power ana 
dashed at it. We bumped throtgh, and 
the engine passed just behind us. 

“It all happened so quickly that I 
hardly realized, until it was over, what 
a dangerous place we had been in. The 
car was dark, as the collision with the 
gates had thrown the trolley off. Then 
we heard the motorman asking the 
watchman why he had lowered the 
gates behind us and in front of us.”

LOS ANGELES; Cal., Dec. 10.—Suit 
was filed by the Federal Government 
in the United States Circuit Court here 
today, attacking the title of the South- 
ern Pacific to 6100 acres of oll lands In 
Kern County, valued at $10,000,000. Fraud 
in the patenting of the lands is charged 

It ie alleged that the railroad company 
patented the laftids with the full knowl- 
edge that they were mineral bearing 
and could not be so. patented under the 
land laws of the United States. 

This suit is said to be only the begin- 
ning ef a general move on the part of 
the Government to. reclaim from the 
Southern Pacific oil 
Kings and Fresno counties, valued at 
many millions of dollars. The action 
was brought by United States. District 
Attorney A. I. McCormick and the name 
of Attorney-General Wickersham is af- 
fixed to the complaint. 


In brief, the suit asks that the patents 


to the lands be declared invalid and 
that the defendants be required to deed 
the lands to the United States free from 
incumbrance or question of title. 
Defendants in the Action. 
The suit is -based on the construc- 
of the act of Congress of July 727, 
and a resolution adopted June 2, 
under which the rallroad company 
allowed to patent every alternate 
numbered section for 20 miles on 
either side of ita right of way, in order 
to encourage the building of the road. 
In this grant mineral lands were ex- 
cluded, and it is this clause which is 
said to render the patents invalid.

STRONG STAGE PICTURE 


Belasco’s Work Gives Per- 
fect Setting for Destinn 
and Caruso’s Work. 


By REGINALD DE KOVEN

NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—“The Girl of 


the Golden West” (“La Fanciulla de! 
West’’), an opera in three acts founded 
on the drama by David Belasco, the 
music by Glacomo Puccini was pro- 
duced for the first time on any stage at 
the Metropolitan tonight, under the mu- 
sical direction of Arturo Toscanini and 
the stage management of Mr. Belasco 
himself, with the following in a notable 
cast of 18 characters: 

Minnie—Emmy Destinn., 

Johnson—Enrico Caruso. 

Jack Rance—Pasquale Amato. 

Allowing for the enthusiasm natural- 
ly incident to an occasion so unique as 
the first production on any stage and in 
America of an opera by a composer of 
world-wide celebrity like Puccini, the in- 
terest and applause with which the work 
was received by the brilliant audience 
present was sincere and hearty enough 
to justify the prediction of a success 
for the opera from a popular stand- 
point. 

And this because, to an audience 
thoroughly familiar with ft, the dramatic 
story still makes a strong emotional ap- 
peal. And further, because the con- 
summate art of Mr. Belasco—in stage 
craft—has provided an operatic repre- 
sentation which from the dramatic 
standpoint, in completeness and finish 
of convincing realistic detail and pic- 
torial qualities, has rarely, if ever, been 
‘seen on the lyric stage. 

Stage Picture Is Perfect. 

For the eye, convincing realism is 
never absent from the picture fot a mo- 
ment. The reproduction of the original 
drama in the scenery, cost@mes and ac- 
cessories and the thousand and. one 
minor. details ef action and stage busi- 
ness, in which Mr. Belasco is past mas- 
ter, is accurate and cemplete. But close 
the eye, and one hears little more of 
the golden west than the pistol shots. 

That Puccini has written an inter- 
esting forcible and oftimes effective 
score, which in orchestration and the- 
matic development shows the master 
hand on nearly every page, cannot be 
denied; that he has been successful 
in reproducing in music and color, 
spirit and atmosphere in character or 
situation of the original drama, is, I 
think, open to grave question. 

The musiaq generally speaking, 
strikes one as sought for and con- 
strained, too elaborate and modern in 


i harmonic’ structure to suggest the 
“primitive 


elemental types whose 
thought and action it is intended to 
fllustrate; music written with too 
much brain and cunning oraftsman- 
ship, with too little heart and genu- 
inely spontaneous inspiration. 

Fall Short of Other Works, 

As a musician of an originality, 
invention and constructive ability so 
marked that he may be almost said 
to have created a new school of opera, 
or at least devised novel operatic for- 
mulas, it is only fair that Puccini 
should be judged by his own stand- 
ards. Compared with either “Bo- 
heme,” “Madam Butterfly” or “Tosca,” 
it must be admitted that ‘this, his 
latest work, falls short in the dra- 
matic appropriateness, the convincing | 
pictorial qualities and the luscious, 
lingering, insinuating melody which 
character{zed and made the success 
of these works. Yet palpable remin- 
iscences of all of them ep out at 
us continwally from the score of “La 
Fanciulla del West.” 

I use the Italian title advisedly, be- 
cause the music of this opere bears 
about the same relation in atmos- 
phere and color to the original drama 
that the Italian translation does to 
the original text. 

"It cannot be that the fount of mel- 
ody of a composer of Puccini's age, 
with only four operas of note to his 
credit, should have run dry thus 
early; or that his constructive in- 
vention or facility of appropriate 
dramatic expression should have 
waned in the prime of life. It must 
therefore follow that the lack of 
connection and cohesion between the 
drama and its musical realization, 
which is certainly evident, and the 
lack of that characteristic individual 
melody which has earned him re- 
nown, must be attributed te other 
causes. The principal one I think is 
that the composer’s heart was not in 
a there naturally strange and for- 
eign to his imagination from lack of 
any previous association, and with 
which he had no sympathy, national 
or otherwise. 

It may be, too, as his perverse and 
even brutal dissonances might sug- 
gest, Puccini has been bitten with 
the Richard Strauss mania, and is 
aiming to apotheosis the orchestra 
as a means of assault on the sensi- 
tory nerve centers. If this be true, 
nothing more regrettable on the part 
of a composer with a gentus lyric 
gift can be imagined. 

\“ A few words must now suffice for 
the presentation, which was prac- 
tically unexceptionable. If Belasco 
labored earnestly, the artists re- 
sponded nobly, and all in all were 
remarkably successful in creating 
and maintaining the atmosphere and 
dramatic illusion necessary to the 
proper realization of the drama.

IVE thousand wild ducks a day 
‘are now bei killed and 
shipped from Big Lake, Miss- 

issippi County, Ark., to the outside 
world, chiefly to dealers in Chicago. 

Big’ Lake, accor¢ing to game 
wardens, is now the last great stand 
of the “market hunters” of the 
United States. Were it closed 
against market shipments and the 
hunters there made to come within 
the requirements which effect other 
sections which ducks “use” in 
numbers, the backbone of market 

unting in the United States would 

broken. 

If the Big Lake country continues 
under its present status, they as- 
pert, it will contribute more heavily 
than any other section vf the United 
- tates to the complete extermina- 

tion of d duck in this coun- 
* try—some_aing they insist will re- 
quire only a matter of a_ short 
time, in spite of the enormous 
mumber of wild ducks still to be 
seen, unless proper. protection 
measures are adopted. 

But the “market hunters” other- 
arise known as “swamp angels,” who 
inhabit the Big Lake country, -in- 
sist otherwise. Their insistence 
has been of a character so far that 
has defied all efforts to stop their 
“slaughter of the birds.

Big Lake and ten feet of. land 
surrounding it on three sides is 
owned by the Big Lake Hunting and 
Fishing Club. It comprises, in all, 
about 30,000 acres. Attempts on the 
part of the owners vf the lake to 
keep the “swamp angels” from kill- 
ing ducks thereon have precipitated 
the trouble. 

Recently the club has attempted 
to protect itself by securing injunc- 
tions against about 100 of the 
“swamp angels.” Some 80 of these 
injunctions have been served. But 
what is the good of an injunction 
against a “swamp angel” who has a 
record, day after day and vear after 
year, of killing an average of 23 
birds out of every box of 25 shells? 

Suppose, as an instance, that you 
were a member of the Big Lake 
Club and your club officers had en- 
joined every “swamp angel” in’ the 
country from hunting on the club 
grounds. Then suppose you went 
hunting on your preserve. Suppose, 
finally, that one or more 
angels,” armed with “pump” guns, 
should be hidden in the grass or 
timber adjoining the lake and a 
flock of ducks, either real or im- 
aginary, should come between you 
and the masked battery of “swamp 
angels.” 

If, in that event, the whole battery 
opened up on the ducks and by 
some strange freak of chance “filled 
you full of lead”—wouldn’t that de- 
crease your estimate of the effect- 
iveneas of an injunction? 

Or suppose a “swamp angel,” or a 
collection of them, should chance to 
be hunting deer in the neighborhood, 
armed with high-power rifles guar- 
anteed go send a bullet through a 
small herd of elephants and using 
smokeless powder. Problem:  de- 
termine the thickness of an injunc- 
tion which you would be willing to 
use as a defense against such bul-

Wild duck begin coming into Big 
Lake in October and are found there 
in vast numbers until the willows 
begin to bud in the spring. Of course 
they come and go, as they do in 
and about St. Louis. The greatest 
number of them will come on favor- 
able days, but thousands of them are 
always to be found somewhere be- 
tween the St. Francis River below 
and the “Little River overflow” 
above Big Lake, with the lake as the 
great central congregating ground. 

It is difficult to convey to the mind 
of the reader who has not been there 
an idea of how many ducks “use” 
Big Lake. To say that they come in 
by hundreds of thousands seems an 
exaggeration. Yet any hunter who 
has shot duck on Big Lake during 
the height of the season will vouch 
for the statement. 

When one adds that the duck 
flocks frequently darken the sun as 
though a heavy cloud had-come over 
it another idea of their number is 
obtained. And hunters assert this to 
be literally true times without 
number, : 

Think, again, of ducks settled on 
the lake in such numbers that a 
masked canoe, pushing in amongst 
them, finds itself in a very tangle 
of live creatures and you get yet 
another angle of the question of how 
many, and also some impression of 
how tame they become after filling 
with the “duck grass” 
seed which abounds there, and even 


in spite of the constant fusillade the 


hunters keep up. 

It is out of such a conglomerate 
of ducks as this that the hunters 
bag their 5000 a day for the mar- 
kets. And it may as well be stated 
here that 5000 is considered a con- 
servative estimate. Many hunters 
put the number as high as 10,000 on 
the “big days.” |

“SPORTSMAN” is a hunter who will shoot only a limited amount 
of wild game, enough for his own use, never more than the legal 


A “market hunter” shoots everything he sees, 
law, and many of them do so regardless of law. ‘They shoot game 


A true “sporteman” will not shoot wild ducks while they are 
swimming. He waits for them to fly. 

He asserts, on the other hand, that a “market hunter,” since 
his earnings depend on the number of birds killed, always shoots 
into the bird flock when it is on the ground or in the water, if he 
has the opportunity. Slaughter, instead of sport, results. 

The sportsman justifies his stand by saying that no game bird 
is harmful, that practically all, if not all of them, are beneficial to 
the farmer as destroyers of insects. 

He believes that a man is justified in hunting for amusement 
and recreation, and to the extent of killing enough game for the 
use of himself and family, but that “pot hunting” and “market 
hunting” is nothing more nor less than the murder of defenseless 


Laws in most States Hmit strictly the number of game birds 
“Market hunters” oppose these laws; “sportsmen” 
uphold them. A member persistently killing more than the number 
of dutks or other ganie permitted by law would, as a rule, 
ry from any of the St. Louis hunting clubs.

“I have seen as much as $5000 
paid out in one day for ducks at 
Manilla, a town of about 300 people,” 
asserts W. C. Reel of 4243 Red Bud 
avenue, St. Louis. 

In addition to being a _ noted 
hunter of all sorts of game, and par- 
ticularly of ducks, Mr. Ree] has been 
an officer of the Missouri Game and 
Fish Protective League and served 
for some time as a deputy warden 
in the portion of Missouri bordering 
on Big Lake. Probably no man alive 
knows that country or the “swamp 
angels’’ as well as Mr. Reel. 

“At Paragould, Ark.,” continued 
Mr. Reel, “it is not an uncommon 
thing for .150 barrels; each contain- 
ing 75 mallards, to be sent out at one 
shipment, and 75 and 100 barrels 
are to be expected every good day 
during the season.” 

All of these ducks come out of 
the sunken lands to the east of 
Paragould, and an enormous number 
from Big Lake. In addition, Para- 
gould is only one, although probably 
the principal, of the shipping points, 

One hundred and fifty barrels of 
ducks would mean more ‘than 11,000 
individuals in one shipment. All 
the rest of the shipping points must 
certainly average as many as Para- 
gould, and on that basis many days 
see more than 20,000 ducks, as a 
conservative estimate, shipped out 
of the sunken lands country of 
Northwestern Arkansas and South- 
eastern Missouri. This would mean 
an average of 5000 daily for four 
days in one day’s shipment. It is 
asserted thaf a run of as few as 20 
barrels from Paragould during the 
season is extraordinary. 

“Market hunters” among the 
swamp angels dispose of these ducks 
to buyers at various points, chiefly 
at Manilla, for from 11 to 16 cents 
per duck according to their size, 
condition and breed, 

Buyers ship them to dealers, most 
of them going to Chicago. The ez- 
press and icing charges average 
about five cents per duck, 
buyer gets about 35 cents each en 
them on an average. Attempt fn 
Chicago to buy a brace of mallards 
and you will find them priced at

Arkansas has a strict game law, 
providing that no hunter shall ship 
game out, and, indeed, prohibiting 
hunting by non-residents except on 
théir own land. The kill‘is limited 
to 25 ducks per day, and it is un- 
lawful for anyone to have more than 
50 ducks—two days’ kill—in his 
possession-at one time. 

Here, however, comes in an ex- 
ception which makes Big’ Lake the 
crying evil it is im the eyes of game 
protectionists. Four townships in 
Mississippi County, into all of which 
Big Lake extends, are exempt from 
the non-shipment clause of the Ar- 
kansas game laws. 

Game killed in those four town- 
ships may be shipped anywhere in 
the United States. So long as it 
is labeled properly with the contents 
of the package, the owner’s name 
and the place from which is orig- 
inates no game warden anywhere 
can confiscate it. 

Even this, however, is not the 
worst of the situation as seen by the 
men who seek. to preserve our wild 
game. If the “market hunters” 
would kill 25 ducks a day and stop, 
and confine themselves to the four 
exempted townships, the total game 
destruction would be materially de- 
creased. 

But they do not stop with that 
number, game waraens assert. Thou- 
sands of ducks killed outside the 
exempted districts, and even on the 
Missouri side of the line, are taken 
into the exempted district and sold. 

Swamp angels operating around 
Big Lake live in the swamps. Their 
homes—the places they call home— 
according to hunters who have visited 
them, are usually miserable places. 
Mere shacks made of logs or rough 
boards, with cracks in sides, floor 
and even the roof “big enough to 
throw a cat through,” as Mr. Reel 
expresses it, are located on the ridges 
found here and there in the swamps.

This year, the International Feder- 
ation of Master Cotton Spinners 
Associations met at Brussels in its 
seventh “World's Cotton Congress” 
and for the seventh time decided 
that it is intolerably oppressive to 
be forced to pay the prices the Shirt- 
sleeve farmers of the South demand 
for cotton. Cotton manufacturing 
was reported demoralized in Ger- 
many by our raw cotton prices, gone 
to the dogs in England, suffering 
severely in Holland, France, Italy, 
Spain and Austria and no better off 
anywhere else, 

The spinners in world’s congress 
assembled, with at least 120,000,000 
spindles and $2,400,000,000 capital to 
save from the tyranny of the One- 
Mule-Farmer in Texas, Oklahoma 
and Georgia, resolved in conclusion 
that it is now “of vital interest to the 
cotton industry of the world” that 
efforts to relieve the situation 
“should be increased by Practical 
Support from the Various Govern- 
ments and others whose interests in 
a free supply of raw cotton are vital- 
ly at stake.” 

This jwas the declaration of war 
which opened the new cotton year, 
1910. In proof that it has the best 
quality of brains under its silk hats, 
it appears that instead of being re- 
duced to bankruptcy by being out- 
raged and oppressed, brains of this 
quality may average out higher 
dividends than ever. :

HE recent (1907) erection of new cotton mils 
(England)-has been without a parallel in industrial history. 
order to emphasize the marvelous extension in the productive 

capacity of the Lancashire zone it may be pointed out that the number 

of spinning (active) spindles’ added within the past three or four 
years in the district of which Manchester is the distributing center 
and Liverpool, the cotton-buying headquarters, exceeds 10,000,000, with 
approximately enough new looms to take the increased yarn output. 
And no end seems to be in sight, for new mills are projected 
every week. Some halt in the movement is evident, but this is only 
due to the fact that cotton machinery makers have their output sold 
so far ahead that it is impossible to obtain deliveries for new mills 


Nor have other manufacturing countries been at a standstill. Con- 
tinxental Europe, Japan and India have been abnormally active in mill- 
building. All this should be looked on with satisfaction by the 
American cotton grower at least.—From the Whitham report on the

They have their 
headquarters in Manchester En- 
land, where the International 
edération of Spinners has an of- 
fice, with England and Germany 
representing the inside control. 

Everything it gives out on the sub. 
ject of th: American cotton prices, 
shows that England and Germany are 
staggering on the verge of ruin. The 
Ellison report which represents them 
for 1910, is one continuous wail of 
statistical indignation. Yet for the 
last 11 months reported by the Brit- 
ish Board of Trade, England ex- 
ported 5,367,000,000 yards of cotton 
goods against 4,920,000,000 for the 
same months in 1908-9. The expert 
estimate of England’s 1910 exports 
is 5,900,972,000 yards, indicating that 
for 1911, it will continue to score 
the enormous export of six billion 
yards or over in its determination to 
hold the world’s market as “British 
markets” against the increasing 
competition of Germany and the 
United States. « 

At this point, the whole situation

Under the Kaiser’s policy of com- 
pelling Germany to become the great- 
est manufacturing country of the 
world, it increases: its competition 
with England as fast as it can in 
cotton goods and everything else. 
France competes with Germany in 
the same spirit and as this-all bears 
on English trade, England in the 
cotton business puts all the spindles 
of all other European countries to- 
gether, marks them “Continental” 
and competes with all of them. _ If 
they increase, it feels bound at any 
cost to keep up with‘ the increase 
and ahead of it if possible in the 
number of yards of cotton goods it 
markets every year. 

Under this strain 
rate of increase in the number of 
spindles, calling for cotton has been 
so great that, as it is shown year 
by year in the following figures, the 
Spinners’ combination now calls it 
utterly demoralizing:

business influence to force down the 
price of Southern cotton to five cents 
a pound. They wanted “five-cent- 
cotton” and they got it as the great- 
est victory they had ever won. 


At the least they thought so. Then 
in spite of all they could do to pre- 
vent it, the number of spindles be- 
gan to increase and it has kept on 
increasing. The increase since 1898 
is something over 37 per cent. 


In 1890, England had 43,750,000 
out of 86,145,000 reported for the 
world. This was more than half. 

In 1900, England had only 45,400,- 
000 out of the total of 102,524,000 
and in 1910 all British spindles are 
reported at 56,000,000 out of 134,- 
536,000 for all countries. 

At this rate, England from the 
control of more than half, is 
threatened with being forced to a 
third or less, while in ten years the 
United: States have increased from 
19,008,000 to 28,616,000 and Conti- 
nental Europe under the Kaiser's 
strenuous impulses from 33,000,000 
to 39,500,000. These figures put the 
question to England of how many of 
its own spindles it can stop and keep 
idle to force down Southern cotton 
prices. 

In the recent conference of the 
best brains of the business world 
under the silk hats of the spinners 
in their World’s Cotton Congress at 
Brussels, there was entire harmony 
in the gentlemen’s understanding and 
agreement that cotton prices must 
come down. They were a happy 
family in this respect, disturbed only 
for about half an hour by a man 
from Mississippi without a silk hat. 

He tried to explain to them that 
from the standpoint of his consti- 
tuency, “fifteen-cent cotton”* as the 
minimum is the permanent condi- 
tion of the world’s business. They 
pooh-poohed him out of the way as 
preposterous. 

Then they went home, each to 
his own country, .with a definite 
mathematical certainty that by 
carrying out a gentleman’s agree- 
ment, binding the representatives of 
over two billions of capital to stop 
enough spindles in each country, 
each year, they can put the price of 
cotton back to five cents if they like. 

But although a Carolina spinner 
can be greatly enraged when he is 
paying 15 cents ,to a Carolina 
farmer for cotton he wants at 10 
cents as badly as a New England 
spinner does, he loves his silk-hat 
ally in New England as a German 
spinner loves a Frenchman. This 
love comes out powerfully in har- 
mony at.a Brussels world-congress, 
with everything planned for crushing 
the rebellion of the Southern insur- 
gent cotton farmers. 

But locally when each spinner is 
at home under the influence of love 
of local dividends and of country, 
the love of local dividends is as 
strong as usual. In England it com- 
bines with patriotism to give. the 
combined English spinners control of 
the British banking power and of the 
British Government as against any 
other country. 

As this influence scored its great- 
est victory in 5-cent cotton in Amer- 
ica, a practical fact is that the de 
moralization of this victory was 
worse for the spinner than that of 
any subsequent defeat. It is prob-

In the United States, the spinners, 
closely combined by their agreement 
to work with Europe for lower prices 
on Southern cotton, have the United 
States reports reguularly made each 
year, showing them the general sit- 
uation in the United States as 
against England, Germany and the 
“agreement of the Powers” in Eu- 
rope. If they need démonstration, 
they have it in the latest figures. 
It is so plain that no man with 
brains under his hat can make a 
mistake in such mathematics. 

Led by England, Europe is cutting 
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down its purchases of American 
food as far as & win.

“How do yu manage to put on 
three plays a week with your small 
company?” Mr. Conley was asked. 

‘“Honest. it’s easier than eating,” 
was the reply. “We are all quick 
studies. Most of our people have 
been working in repertoire so long 
that it is ple to ‘study’ one play, re- 
hearse another and play a third all 
at the same time. 

“Of course, we don’t aim to give 
as polished a performance as a Froh- 
man company that produces only one 
play a season, but cur audience 
(there is cualy one audience, which 
comes night after night). likes our 
work, and that’s what we're here for. 
Say, you ought to hear the way they 
burn up thé ‘heavy’ when he dces his 
dirty work. They hate him so that 
we have to switch the parts of the 
leading man and th: heavy occasion- 
ally to keep the people from hating 
the man who ta’ es villain parts so 
that they would lay for him and kill 


him. ; 
“I want to tell you, though,: that 
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it Keeps us pretty busy. We haven't 
much time to go automobile riding in 
the afternoons or lay abed mornings, 
and of course all social obligations 
have to be cut out. 

“We haven’t much room tere for 
scenery, so we use the same sets all 
the time, painting them over to suit 
the occasion on the afternoon before 
the night of a new production. 

“The small stock company in the 
neighborhood is the coming thing in 
the theatrical business. The people 
are tired of the pictures. They want 
action, and you can get more of that 
in a Western drama like ‘The Squaw- 
man’ and ‘The Wolf’ or the big busi- 


ness dramas than in the old stuff. 


‘Fast Lynne’ and ‘St. Elmo’ go all 
right out in the jay towns, but city 
people want live ones.” 

The Magnolia tent is 140 feet deep 
and 40 feet wide, and will seat 800

The Marion stock company has 
just produced “The Brand of Cain,” 
full of curdling situations for South 
Side youth. Mr. Marion says he has 
the best balanced stock company in 
the city. It is composed of eight 
people. 

“T pay as much to my actors as any 
stock company playing in the big 
theaters,’ he said. “How can I af- 
ford to do it at 10 cents admission? 
Drama is the thing that is making 
the money. The picture show is 
doomed. It took the business away 
from the cheap melodrama houses, 
and now the small stock companies 
are taking it away from them. 

“It stands to reason that the small 
stock company playing popular West- 
ern stuff, swift and full of action, 
such as the people have come to like 
through seeing them on the screens, 
will take better than the silent 
drama. ‘We give them the words. 
We are alive. 

“When there is an encounter in the 
play the audiences know what it is 
all about and hear the explosion of 
the gun, instead of seeing merely a 
puff of smoke. The personality is 
there. You know how the moving 
picture audiences got to know the 
actors who put on the canned drama. 
and made favorites of them. Well, it 
is the same with a stock company, 
only we make thé personality side of 
the game stronger. 

‘“T predict that in three years there 
will be fewer moving picture shows 
than there are stock companies now. 
It will bea good thing for dramatic 
autbors, too, for there will be a big 
demand for piays of the same style 
as those shown on the scre2ns today. 

“Throughout the South the small 
stock company idea is very strong. 
The Southern peopie as a general 
thing are ingellectual, and they hailed 
the stock company with delight, espe- 
cially in tue small towns. Atlanta, 
Ga., was one of the first cities to go 
in for 10-cent drama, and has sev- 
eral successful stock companies. I 
played one there for 30 weeks to good 
business. 

‘There is already an increased de- 
mand for stock company actors with 
I pay 
my people from $20 to $30 a week, 
and if they have intelligence and ex- 
perience there is no reason why they 
cannot earn more than that. 

“Of course, there is lots of work 
about it. I am at the tent from 8 
o’clock in the morning until mid- 
night, but I have to build and paint 
scenery and make properties and all 
that, as we are just starting in, but 
things will come easier after .a while. 
My wife and I both work in the com- 
pany, and’ we have a good deal more 
pleasure out of life than if we were 


+ doing one-night stands in the coun- 


try. Take it from me that the stock 
company is the coming thing, and 
they will be as thick as blackberries 
next season.” 

Starting. a stock company theater 
in St. Louis is not a very expensive 
proposition, according to those who 
are engaged in the business. If one 
cannot lease a site it may be bought 
for about $1000, and a good double 
tent and heating apparatus, either 
stoves or steam with gas radiators, 
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cost about $1500 or $1800 more. The 
salaries of a stock company will cost 
the management about $200 a week, 
and plays can be bought, “script” 
and parts, for from $5 to $8 each. 
If the tent will seat 1000 people it 
is safe to average the box office re- 
ceipts at $75 a night, providing the 
company has the elements of. popu- 
larity and the taste of the audience 
is properly appealed to in the char- 
acter of the plays. With careful man- 
agement there ought to be a margin 
of $200 a .-eek in the business. 
Oscar Dane, whose booking agency 
provides most of the moving picture 
shows in St. Louis with their vaude- 


.ville performers, and the stock. com- 


panies with their actors, is of the 
opinion that there will always be a 
demand for the pictures, but that 
there is a rapidly growing appetite 
for the regular drama in neighbor- 
hoods that would support stock com- 
panies at 10 cents. | | 
“Where all the stock company ac- 
tors come from I: don’t know,” he 
said. “Tell me where the wind comes 
from and perh 1 can figure out the 
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come from among the ranks of the 
amateurs, from the country towns, 
from the farms. 

“How is the stage of stardom re- 
cruited? From the repertoire com- 
panies doing one-night stands in the 
country, of course. The little stock 
companies are the kindergartens in 
which most of the good actors are 
educated. 

“There is a growing demand for 
stock company actors. For a while 
every small actor who could do a 
specialty turn went into vaudeville, 
for which there is a great demand. 
But just as soon as the stock com- 
pany ,business comes into its own 
again they will go back to stock 
work, 

“The small stock companies play- 
ing to 10 cents are going to educate 
the people to better work, just as the 
moving pictures have taught the 
great mass of the people to seek 
amusement who. never went to a 
show more than once or twice in a 
year.

N THE ground that falls from 
great heights, not necessarily

In making presents of this kind, be careful to 
get the very best paste; a special kind comes for 
this sort of work, and hide the seams with gimp 


‘or lace which can be sewn or glued on. 
The waste basket illustrated herewith is made~ 


of four pieces of strong cardboard cut in an odd 
shape. Each piece is covered with fancy cre- 
tonne and lined' with plain Japanese silk, such 
as is used for dress linings. The“outer material 
is white with a pink flower and the inside is pink. 

The four pieces of cardboard are sewn together 
to form the sides and bottom. The seams are 
hidden by a row of silver gimp. The cardboard 
sides are securely fastened to a square wooden 
stand which is also covered with the material, 
and to which the basket proper is tacked on. A 
wider silver lace is sewn to the stand and the 
basket and helps make it secure. 

Tiny ribban flowers are so ornamenta’ and so 


easy to make -that they figure on many of the. 


Christmas presents. Gauze ribbons an inch wide, 
in various shades of dull green and gould, are 
made into a charming rose garland to be worn in 
the hair. The centers of the flowers are made of 
old rose satin ribbon half an inch wide. 

Around this is sewn four leaves of the gold 


gauze shaped to look as much like petals as pos-. 


sible. The leaves are made of shades of the 
green ribbon sewn to a wire, which ‘s covered 
with floss silk, stem-green in color. The flowers 
and leaves are fastened together artistically, the 
idea being more to produce an effect of charming 
color than to present anything very natural. 
For a more natural effect, an easily made 
Christmas present consists of a garland of tiny 
flowers, lilies of the valley, roses or forget-me- 
nots, for instance, or art'stically prepared maiden- 
hair fern, which can be had at almost any of the 
shops where artificial flowers are sold. These 
garlands, whether sewn on ribbon or cimply fas- 
tened together with wire, are not only charming 
for the hair, but make pretty ball gown decora- 
tions, and should please almost any young wom- 
an, especially if the colors of the flowers be 
chosen to harmonize with her evening froc's, 
Almost every woman, young or old, will appre- 
ciate a head-dress of some sort, and there are 
few that look so clarm'‘ng and are really es sim- 
ple to make as the Dutch head-dress, which is 


quite expensive when bought in a shop. 


The main part of the cap is made of a piece of: 


white satin 10 inches long and six inches wide, 
stiffened with book muslin, lined with chiffon and 
covered with gold embroidery or lace. This is 
laid across the head like a cap. , 

There is a large bow of ribbon, with a center 
made of loops-of colored floss in different shades 
of blue at the left side. The ribbon has three 
Tong ends, one of which passes around the back 
of the cojffure and fastens on the other side of 
the little cap, with a small chou of ribbon and 
the same floss silk center. The edges of the cap 
in front and at the sides is finished off with the 
ribbon caught at intervals by bows ofthe floss. 

Another head-dress, which is expensive to buy 
and much less so to make, is a fillet of pearis 
sewn dn black velvet. In the middle and at the 
tw@® ends of the fillet, in a framework of pearls, 
is a lattice of silver threads caught at the centers 
by pearls. The velvet foundation is an inch wide. 
Between the pear] lattice work the pearls are 
strung in a band of eight rows each. 

The lattice pattern is so much in evidence this 
season that it figures not only on frocks, but in 
a wide pattern for hair ornaments. A knot of 
ribbon flowers and green leaves is fastened at 
the side of a lattice circlet made of wired rib- 
bon. The ribbon is caught at the corners by 
knots of the same. 

Those fortunate people who have odds and ends 
of handsome materials or embroideries, or who 
are lucky enough to pick them up at the shops, 
can easily make attractive little opera or shop- 
ping bags, of which almost every woman is glad 
to have several.

When ite turkeys had been 
gathered together again they were 
driven to a quieter street and made 
the rest of the journey to the West 
End without further incident. 

The champion goose driver of St. 
Louis is Oscar Berger, who buys 
geese from the commission men 
in Third’ and Fourth streets, and 
drives them to his home on Biddle 
street near Twentieth, where he fat- 
tens them and sells them to butchers 
in the Ghetto. He is a well-known 
character in the Ghetto, and many 
persons who are abroad early in 
the mornings have seen him driv- 
ing his geese through the streets. 

How he keeps the geese together 
so well, and why they obey his 
strange commands 80, is a mystery. 
What is the mystic call by which 
he controls them? He will not tell, 
but he says he learned it when a 
boy in Russia, where he was a goose 
driver. Before starting his geese on 
a march through the streets Berger 
first makes them walk through soft 
pitch and then through sand to put 
an extra sole on their feet. 

In the Ghetto are a good many men 
who drove geese in the old world, 
where it was an ordinary feat to 
drive 1200 geese 50 miles, and load 
them into a car to be shipped to 
Berlin or some other large city. A 
drive of this sort took two days. 

“Geese can walk as fast as a man,” 
said a former Russian goose 
driver who now owns a poultry shop 
in the Ghetto. “They drive better 
than sheep or hogs. Often, when I 
was a young fellow, have I driven 
a carload of geese from my district 
to a station 560 miles away, to be

sent to the market at Warsaw. |

as gravitation. We know how to 
measure this power, and everybody 
is familiar with its manifestations.

The 
amount of the attraction depends 
only on the mass of the two bodies 
that attract each other and the dis- 
tance between them. 

Cavendish eliminated the earth 
as a distributing factor by making 
his two bodies attract each other in 
a horizontal direction. The earth’s 
attraction is, of course, vertical. He 
took a long, thin stick, very light 
and six feet in length, and suspended 
it horizontally by a silver wire fast- 
ened to its middle. To each end 
of the rod he attached little balls or 
knots of lead, 

The bodies that were to attract 























ihese two knobs were two big *balls 
of lead. He arranged his apparatué 
so that at a‘given gignal he could 
bring the large balis close up to 
knobs at the ends of the stick, one 
on one side of the knob, one on the 
other side of the knob at the other 
end. 

He found that when he did this 
each knob drew toward the big lead 
ball near it, swinging the wooden 
rod round on its wire support. With 
delicate instruments he measured 
how much the rod and the wire 
twisted out of place. Thus he could 
tell what was the torce of attraction 
—the. force of gravitation—pulling 
the knobs toward the lead balls. He 
knew how much the earth would at- 
tract his little knobse—that he 
knew their weight; he knew" how 
much material there was in the large 
lead balls he used, the ratio of the 
quantity of material in the earth to 
the quantity in the balls of lead fol- 
lowed from the e!mple laws estab- 
lished by lsaac Newton. 

All the apparatus used is thus com- 
paratively sitmple—for a scientific ex- 
periment at any rate. A silk or fiber 
thread can replace the silver wire 
used by Cavendish, the knobs and 
balls need not be of lead. they can 
be of any material, but the heavier 
the better, only they must not be 
ef magnetic material—iron, for in- 
stance—otherwiss the effects of 
rhagnetism would overshadow those 
of gravity. What you have to do 
ie to measure the force that attracts 
the knobs to the heavy balls, and the 
distance between the knobs and the 
bails, then apply the simple formu- 
ian of Newton's laws of gravitation.

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F all the 500 varieties of chrysanthemums 
shown at Shaw’s Garden, in St. Louis, 
this season, none attracted more atten- 

tion from the lovers of the imperial flower of 
Japan than a marvelous specimen of grafting, 
the work of M. Schiller, the head gardener. 

On the trunk of a common Marguerite daisy 
Mr. Schiller had grafted 39 well-known varieties 
of “mums,” from the Snowdrop, a tiny white 
pompom not as large as a dime, to a Baronne 
Gerard, a magnificent white flower more than 
five inches in diameter, 

The plant itself stood close to a path in the 
great shelter tent that covered the dazzling dis- 
play, and was constantly surrounded by wonder- 
ing visitors. The Maregverite, or mother stem, a 
sturdy stock two inches in circumference, rose 
not more than two or three inches above the soil, 
and from it sprang.a number of radicting branch- 
es; and from each of these grew the several 
limbs, each of which bore from one to a half 
dozen blooms of the °9 varieties of chrysanthe- 





mums, 

The Marguerite was a year old last February, 
when Gardener Schiller began to graft the crys- 
anthemums on it. He had grown the parent 
plant himself in the Shaw Garden's greenhouses, 
and had watched it carefully so that it might be 
worthy of-the purpose to which it was to be put. 

As the plant stands it presents a bewildering 
and incongruous aspect. Rising fram one stem 
are all the colors known in the chrysanthemum 
world, and a" sizes and shapes of the flower. 
Great pink blooms, others darkly red with deep 
shadows in the petals, splend .. white balls as 
dazzling as snow in the sunlight, golden globes 
with petals pink tipped, all the shades of deli- 
cate color, except blue and green, are seen side 
by side and so intermingled that they seem to be 
39 plants instead of one. 

As for size and contour, the result is quite as 
astonishing. The original type of chrysanthemum, 





not unlike a common daisy in shape, small and 
unimpressive, has been grafted on a limb close 
to that bearing a splendid flower, the last word 
in the development of piants by the floricultur- 
ist’s art. Little yellow pompoms as big as a 
thumb nail, ragged, shock-headed flowers the size 
of a tea cup, and round, smooth, stately balls 
were to be seen side by side. 

In making his selection of blooms to graft on 
the Marguerite from among the 485 varieties in 
the greenhouses of Shaw’s Gardens, Mr. Schiller 
had to choose those that .bloom at a same time, 
so that he might have them all flowering at once. 

There were a number of other considerations 
in perfecting the plant. Every graft had to be 
perfect, and be so joined to the parent as to get 
uniform growth. 

While Mr. Schiller, the gardener, had charge 
of the grafting, the work was done under the di- 


rection of H. C. Irish, the superintendent of the 


gardens, who took a great interest in the ven- 
ture, 

The largest flower on the plant is the Baronne 
Gerard, a white bloom more than five inches in 
diameter. The Col. Baden-Powell is a superb red 
flower growing next to it, and not far away a 
Hicks Arnold, an orange bloom tipped with pink. 

The Henry II, a fine red flower, blooms close 
to Miss Marion Hinkey, a blushing pink beauty. 
The Cullingfordii, another glowing red blossom, 
is in startling contrast to a ragged single pom- 
pom, not one-fifth its size. 

George Carpenter raises his pink and white 
bloom close to the delicate Miss Alice Byron, a 
white and virginal blossom of great beauty, and 
near them is a cluster of the Lovely, a delicately 
small white pompom. : 

So close together as to seem to spring from 
the same stem are thegslond’ e and the Zenobia, 
both yellow pompoms.” The visitor is surprised 
to see close beside a superb Mme. Antonio Mar-
